It is beginning to appear that there will 
be a lively contest over the marshalship 
of the Northern district. Neither Sena- 
tor Gordon nor Senator Colquitt has yet en- 
dorsed Colonel Renfroe, and it is under- 
stood thet there are several very strong 
dark horses in the rear ready to be produced 
very soon.

Johnson Asks Morley About It and 
Gets an Answer. 


A REFLECTION ON LORD SALISBURY 


By a Liberal ‘Member While Discussing 
the Behring Sea Arbitration—The 
Panama Canal Trial. 


London, March 20.—In the house of com- 

moys today Mr. William Johnson, conserv- 
ative member of parliament for Sonth 
Belfast—one of the most earnest and un- 
compromising of the Ulster orangemen— 
asked Chief Secretary Morley whether it 
was true that the government was hiring 
mills in Ulster to accommodate“ troops, 
2,000 of whom rere going to the province, 
and what was the reason for these pre- 
cantions. 

The Irish nationalist members cheered 
the speaker who, according to rumor, is 
pledged in the event of home rule, to take 
the field with a Bible in one hand and a 
rifle in the other, but is looked upon as 
more amusing than dangerous. 

Chief Secretary Morley replied that he 
would give the reasons asked for the hon- 
onable member when he, knew the state- 
ments made by the member to be true. But 
the fact was they were entirely untrue. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. T. Gibson Bowles, conservative, 
known as a trading newspaper man, called 
attention to the subject of the Behring sea 
arbitration. He urged that it involved the 
question of the freedom of the high seas. 
“And such a question ought not,” he con- 
tended, “to be submitted to arbitration. 
England,” Mr. Bowles continued, “never 
succeeded under arbitration, because Eng- 
land had not a single friend among the 
European powers. In view of the decision 
of the Alabama controversy and the San 
Juan and Delagoa bay disputes, no satis- 
factory results could be expected from the 
Behring sea arbitration. There were ad- 
vantages in war, as leading usually to a 
lasting settlement, and war usually left

combatants.” 

Sir Edward Gray, parliamentary under 
secretary for the foreign office, replied 
that the remarks of the honorable member 
were singularly inopportune, seeing that the 
urbitration relation to the Behring sea was 
now proceeding.

Committee. 


Paris, March 20.—The arguments of counsel 
in the Favama trial were continued today. 
M. Rousset delivered an eloquent plea in be- 
half of Beral, tenator from the department 
of Lot, who is accused of having received a 
bribe of 40,000 francs from the late Baron 
Reinach to vote for the Panama lottery bond 
Dill. M. Rousset maintained in his argument 
that the money had been paid to 
M. Beral for services as engineer in va- 
rious railway and mining enterprises, and for 
technical advice in connection with such en- 
jerprises. 

The cousel for M. Gabron, deputy for Ar- 
dennas, from 1858 to 188), charged with re- 
ceiving a bribe of 20,000 francs from Baron 
Reinach, to vote for the Panama lottery bill.

Rome, March 20.—The pope today committed 
his volce to the wax cylinder of a phonograph 
in a message of good will, said to be designed 
for the president of the United States. This 
done he said to the American, who was de- 
monstrating the machine:

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TWO MEN PERISH IN THE FLAMES 


While Attempting to Property Near 
ly the Whole Business Portion of 
the Town Burned—Other Fires. 


Athens, Ala., March 20.-—The. most 
damaging fire that ever visited our town 
came this morning at 4:30 o’clock. It was 
discovered by some railroad men in the 
house occupied by R. Leeman, one of the 
bandsomest. blocks in town. The alarm 
was given and the town turned out en 
masse, but there being no water handy 
the fire had complete control of the town 
before anything could be done. The fire 
spread from the first building to the one 
adjoining it on the south occupied by M. 
A. Warten and then to the one on the 
north occupied by Sanders & Richardson; 
then the building of W. B. Russell & Co., 
grocers, was next, and then across the 
street to T. J: Turrentines, where it seiz- 
ed n large two-story brick building; and 
from there to the adjoining building, own- 
ed by Mrs. Sam Easter, two stories; and 
then to Captain J. D. Coffee's building 
and the last of the eight was the old 
Crenshaw & Davis stand. ‘ 

All the stores were occupied but the 
Easter building, and the leading dry goods 
stores were in some of them. Much of 
the goods were taken from the ruins, but 
in a damaged condition. 

Two lives were lost in the burning, Mr. 
William Chandler, a young man from Mc- 
Kenzie, Tenn., was one of the victims. 
He was caught by a falling wall and 
crushed Russell's house, where he was al- 
most burned up. The other victim was 
Osear Brown, colored pressman of The 
Alabama Courier, and one of the most 
popular colored men in town. He was 
caught in the Russell building and was 
roasted. 

Both bodies were gotten out after the 
fire had subsided. The remains of Mr. 
Chandler were shipped to bis home, where 
they will be interred. He was a bright and 
pleasant young man and was attending 
the agricultural school here. 

ere is no clue or surmise as to how 
the fire originated. It must have been the 
work of a rat that may have found an 
accidental match and, entting it, caused 
the holocaust. Loss about $75,000, with 
possibly $60,000 insurance.

Bremen, March 20.—After long continued 
auxiety regarding the fate of the White 
Star Ime freight steamer, Naronic, which 
sailed from Liverpool, February 11th, for 
New York, and which has not since been 
heard of, intelligence has been received 
showing beyond any foubt that the vessel 
is lost, Ihe British steamer, Coventry, 
Captain Wüson, from Fernandina, Febru- 
ary 10th, arrived at this port today. She 
reports that at 2 o'clock on the morning of 

rch 4th,when in latitude 42 degrees north 
and longitude 46 degrees west, she passed 
a life boat painted white, bearing the name 
Naronic.“ The boat was floating keel 
upward. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon of the same 
day, another life boat from the Naronic 
Wag passed. 

This bout gave evidence of having en- 
countered heavy weather. The mast and 
oars of the life boat had been lashed to- 
gether and attached to the painter and 
then thrown overboard as a sea anchor to 
keep the boat’s head up to the wind and sea. 
Judging from appearances neither of the 
boats had been long adrift. The position 
of the drifting boats Was south by west of 
Sable island, on the banks of Newfound- 
land, and there is a chance that the occu- 
pants of the boats were picked up by a 
passsing vessel. 

Ihe Lost Vessel, 


The Naronic is a powerful twin-screw 
vessel of 5,594 tons, 4/0 feet long, 53 feet 
beam and 35 fect deep. She has double 
sheathing and is built in compartments. 
Her two engines are jn separate rooms, 
parted by a water-tight steel bulkhead. On 
her last trip she made a journey of three 
thousand and fifteen miles in ten days and 
twenty-three hours, or at à rate of about 
eleven knots an hour. At this rate she 
should have arrived at New York on Veb- 
ruary 22d, since she left Liverpool on Feb- 
ruary lith. The missing vessel had on 
beard Captain Roberts and his crew of for- 
ty-five men and twelve returning cat- 
tie men. The Atlantic has been for weeks 
past swept by furious gales. Incoming 
steamers report stormy passages and dam- 
age of one kind or another. A recent ar- 
rival mentions a so-called “tidal wave” 
which cleared its decks. There has been 
rough weather enough to test the strength 
of the best ships afloat. 


A Good Commander. 


As to the seamanship of the Naronic's 
commander there is no question. He has 
been captain for five years and has seen 
fifteen years of service afioat. Te engi- 
neer is likewige thought to be perfectly 
competent. As regards structural strength 
aud the ability of her officers, Naronie, 
it appears, is all that could We desired, | 
Under ordinary conditions, in fact. she 
would be pronounced almost unsinkable. 
It is possible, however, that one of her 
shafts may have been broken and may have 
punched a hole in her bottom. 

In a furious storm that would be serious, 
though the City of Paris survived a similar 
accident. She may have collided with an 
iceberg or with a derelict ship. But in this 
ease her bulkheads should have protected 
her against deadly peril, ‘They should, 
indeed, have secured her against almost 
any mishap, except only the ruin of u large 
section of her hull consequent upon a dis- 
aster in the engine room, Yet in that case 
Tier créw had her many boats to rely upon. 
There are slender chances for their survi- 
val, even if the ship went to the bottom. 


GAPTAIN STAPLES’S STORY 


Of Sufferings bythe Wreck of the Belknap in 
the China Seas. 


New York, March 20.—Among the passen- 
gers on the British steamer, Moray, whic 
arrived from Yokohama today was Captain 
Horace Staples and his son, W. N. Na- 
les, of the American ship, Robert 
* Belknap, which wrecked 


was 


off Natuna islands in the China sea on Jan- 


uary 16th last. Of their leaving the ship 
the captain says: 

“There were twenty-eight of us altogether 
—three mates, one woman, myself and the 
crew of twenty-three men. The chief mate, 
his wife and six of the crew went in the 
first boat. The others followed. Myself, 
my son and six men were the last to leave. 
The nearest land was Singapore, 520 miles 
away. My boat was the last to leave the 
island. What experiences the others met 
with I do not know, but God forbid that 
I shall ever suffer again as I did on those 
five days. Imagine eight men in a smail 
te boat under a sun that fairly_burned our 
Skin, There was little wind to help us along. 
We had nothing with which to shelter our- 
selves during the day and only a few blan- 
kets to cover ourselves wi at night. 
When Singapore was finally sighted we 
were all too weak from exposure to give 
vent to our delight, but there was no mis 
taking the look in the eyes of the men. The 
American consul took charge of us.“ 

The British steamer, Empress of India. 
which arrived at Vancouver on the 14th 
instant, reported the safe arrival at 
Singapore of the second mate and four of 
the crew of the Belknap. 


Will Keep Open Late. 


Chicago, March 20.—It was practically set- 
tled today whatever the fate of Sunday closing 
the rule at the world’s fair will be late clos- 
ing. Heretofore, the expectation has been 
that only on gala occasions, and perhaps two 
evenings a week, would the great expense of 
keeping open at night be justified. Chief En- 

ineer Shankland this afternoon put the mat- 
er in a nutshell. He said: “The electrical ex- 
hibit is the finest thing on the grounds. The 
people will want to see it, and they will be 
given a chance. This means that gates 
will be kept open until 11 o’clock. Any other 
ruling would be the utmost folly.”

Savannah,®Ga., March 20,—(Special.)— 
Majer Haygood, or Hagood, as he some- 
times spells his name, it is thought has been 
discovered in the person of Major Black, 
stopping at the Ellis house, Valdosta. 
Major Black is a companion there of Mrs. 
Hagood, of Chicago, and there is hardly a 


doubt as to his identity. 


Mrs. Hagood, of Chicago, is looking after 
Major Hagood’s business interest at Val- 
dosta. Major Black, as she puts it, is an 
adviser and friend. 

His description, as far as has been ascer- 
tained, corresponds with the description 
given by Mrs. Hagood No. 6, the Jackson- 
ville wife now living in Savannah, who 
is desirous of catching up with the wily 
major. 

This Mrs. Hagood, of whose marriage to 
the major there is no doubt, the necessary 
papers having been sent from Jacksonville 
to legally establish this fact, went before 
justice Elsenger this morning to swear out a 
warrant as a prelude to the arrest of the 
major. The following telegram was pre- 
pared to be sent to the chief of police of 
Valdosta: 

Arrest Major Black, stopping at the Ellis 
house, with Mrs. Hagood. If he has part 
of front upper tooth knocked out and is bald

An Elevator's Fatal Fall. 

By the fall of the elevator in the building 
occupied by the Savannah Carriage Company 
one man was killed this morning and a boy 
badly hurt. The elevator is one of Bale's 
improved safeties. There are two springs 
beneatl§ it which are supposed to catch and 
prevent the elevator from dropping in the 
event of an accident to the cable. These 
safety springs failed to work when the 
cable parted and the elevator dropped swiftly 
a distance of forty or more feef. 

The elevator is a large one. The con- 
tractor completed work on Saturday and 
the elevator was turned over with the us- 
ual guarantee. The wire of the cable had 
been carefully spliced and seemed strong 
enough to stand any strain. This morning 
a lot of harness were to be brought down 
from the third floor. John Bolden, colored, 
assisted by Joseph Goldberg, a white boy 
aged sixteen years, put on ten boxes of 
harness. Bolden went over to the center 
of the elevator and took his position there, 
while Goldberg stepped on at one corner 
to assist in removing the goods when the 
first floor was reached. 

Goldberg had just stepped on the elevator, 
when, without warning, the cable snapped 
and the elevator shot downward to the 
floor of the cellar. As soon as the elevator 
stopped Goldberg rolled off groaning with 
pain. 

The noise brought employes to the spot. 

berg was found to have broken an 
arm. 

Bolden lay dead on the center of the 
elevator. His head was crushed in between 
two boxes and blood was gushing from an 
ugly wound in his forehead. The body was 
brought up to the first floor. It was found 
that, in addition to several bad euts, his 
neck and leg were broken.

But so long as the country re- 
mains without an adequate circulating 
medium the cry of overproduction will

It is true that some of the offices 
to which Georgia is entitled do not fall 
within the president’s appointing power, 
but it is equally true that it is in the 
power of the administration to reform the 
evil against which we are protesting. 
It is in the power of the administration 
to see to it that the spirit of the civil 
service laws is not grossly violated. 

We do not care whether the offices are 
filled by appointment or by civil service 
tests, so long as Georgia gets her fair 
share.

in the Interest of Competition. 

Some time ago, the “Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, of Nashville,” bound its ment- 
bers not to buy from any importer or 
manufacturer who sold to retail mer- 
chants. A retail grocer brought suit 
agains® the association, alleging that this 
combination damaged his business, dimin- 
ished hia profits, and subjected bim to 
great inconvenience and trouble, and that 
the compact made and enforced by the 
wholesale grocers was in restraint of 
trade, and, therefore, against public 
policy, and unlawful. The case was wou 
by the plaintiff in the lower and higher 
courts, the supreme court holding that, 
if such an agreement was found to exist, 
and plaintiff had suffered from it, he was 
entitled to a verdict or nominal damages 
carrying the costs of the suit. 

The Tennessee decision is far-reaching. 
It applies to every combination attempt- 
ing to contrel prices, labor and trade by 
preyenting competition. Speaking of this 
decision, The New York Commercial 
Bulletin says: 

The decision that in Tennessee every such 
combination is contrary to public policy and 
therefore unlawful does not appear to rest 
upon any especial provisions in the statute 
law of that state. In fact, dacisions of the 
same general tenor have been rendered in 
other states where no statutory prohibition 
of such combinations or conspiracies appears 
to exist. It is evidently coming to be the 
recognized common law of the country that 
any and every form of conspiracy to deprive 
the public of thé benefits of free competition 
is for that reason alone contrary to public 
policy and illegal, and that participation there- 
in is a wrong for which those who may be in- 
jured thereby can recover damages in the 
courts. If this is the law in the absence of 
any express statute providing a penalty for 
such a combination, it is evident that, however 
cunningly a corporation may contrive to evade 
statutes against trusis and combinations, it is 


nevertheless exposed to.cogtly sults by all per · 
sons who may by its action be deprived of 


property or profits, or of the free enjoyment } 


of their rights. 
Undoubtedly, the court is on the right 


line. The purpose back of the combina- 
tion alluded to is the motive underlying 
a trust.or monopoly. It is a scheme to 
force people to pay more than they other- 
wise would pay for goods under free 
competition. The thoughtful citizen 
who will reflect upon the significance of 
this decision will be surprised to see how 
far its consequences extend.

The change in the tax laws which is now 
creating so much talk among tus owners of 
property throughout the country does not ar- 
fect the people of Atlanta any further than the 
taxes they pay the county of Fulton. Every 
piece of property in the city will of course 
have to go to the county tax receiver; Mr. 
Armistead, one month earlier than ever be- 
fore; according to the act passed at the last 
session of the general assembly. But when 18 
comes to giving into the city tax assessors and 
receivers the law gtands as it always has, 
and that is April. An ordinance adopted by 
the council in the latter 70s made the date 
the same as the state then had it. Since then 
that time has never been changed and the 
city tax assessors and receivers are till work- 
ing under the same law and no change can 
be made until the general eounci] makes 
the change. ‘This gives Atlanta property 
owners two times to make their tax returns, 
one in March, to the county tax receiver, 
and the other in April, as usual, when the 
returns are made to the city tax receiver. It 
is true that there is some difference in the 
way in which the returns are made—the coun- 
ty tax receiver sits im his office and the 
property owner comes in and returns his prop- 
erty with its value, while the city assessors 
and receiver go out and appraise the value 
of all the property in the city.

But the chances for cholera in Atlanta 
are about like the chances for a snow ball 
delicately pressed by school girl hands and 
tossed inte the place where brimstone burns 
at white heat. That's what! 

According to the very latest report of 
Captain Thomas E. Veal, chief inspector 
of the sanitary department of the city, it 
is shown that the system of keeping Atlanta 
clean is the very best that could be adopted. 

It is almost perfect in every respect and 
to those who know nothing about the great 
amount of work there is keeping a big city 
like Atlanta clean it must be an interesting 
study to observe the details of the plan 
that Atlanta has engaged. 

People who sleep soundly all night and do 
not hear the rumbling sound of the carts and 
the sweepers along the streets as they go 
about the great work of cleaning the streets, 
and who never see the long procession of 


face of the earth. 
To just such Reople as these will the re- 
ort of Captain Veal be interesting reading. 
specially will it be interesting reading just 
at this time, when it is declared by all the 
scientific men of the land and of the. for- 
eign countries that cholera will take Amer- 
ica by storm this summer. Of course the 
citizens of Atlanta want to know just what 
is being done to — the city clean and how 
the work is succeeding in the desired end. 
The Board of Health. 


The report of the chief inspector goes 
on to quote several pages taken from the 
report of the city board of health for 92, 
which is itself a very readable paper. The 
board of health says that the system At- 
lanta has put into operation lately is the 
best that she has ever had and that but 
little improvement could be asked. 

It goes on to show that the sanitary in- 
spectors have thrown away the old wagons 
that were used to haul away the garbage 
and night soil and have adopged in their 
stead the lighter wagons made of large 
barrels, which can be closed and are not 
offensive passing through the city and more 
desirable everyway. 

These carts can carry more of a load 
than those that were formerly in use and 
are more handy. While one ig being emp- 
tied at the dumping grounds, others are 
brought back to the city for the purpose of 
reloading them aud then taken back to the: 
dumping ground with another load. 

fhe Dumping Ground. 

The dumping ground is about three miles 
out of the city to the west. It is about 
eighty-eight acres and the place is a most 
desirable one for the deposit. It is an 
out-of-the-way place aud a most desirable 
dumping ground in every way. 

The — for the dumping of garbage 
are made and heid in readiness for the cart 
loads. When they are filled they are 
covered over with a thin layer of dry dirt, 
or earth. . 

This acts as a splendid deodorizer, so to 
speak, and the soil is planted over with 
grail as soon as practicable, and when the 
crop is cut from the land the place is 
ready for use again as a dumping ground. 
In this way there can always be kept a 
convenient space on the dumping grounds 
for use. It never gets beyond use by having 
too much garbage and night soil on it. 

Much of the report is taken up with the 
description of new machinery for the more 
complete annihilation of germs of disease in 
garbage. 

The report is a very excellent showing for 
the department and is just such a report 
that will bring upon the efficient chief in- 
spector of the sanitary department all the 
praise he so richly deserves for the careful 
manipulation of the department.

TIME. WILL REVEAL THE MYSTERY. 


Every Transaction Is Coming Into View, 
and the Grand Jury Is in a Fair 
Way to Get All the Facts. 


* 


Although Lewis Redwine has been in- 
dicted for embezzlement of $103,000 of 
the Gate City bank’s funds, the case does 
not end there. 

From the moment the assistant cashier 
disappeared the public has felt that there 
was something behind his flight more than 
his defalcation. The public had the im- 
pression that Redwine never left the city. 
From Tuesday afternoon till Friday noon, 
thousands of tongues on every side declared 
that the missing man was somewhere in 
the- city. There was a crystallization of 
Sentiment on this point which in the light 
of subsequent events, seems must have had 
more than human inspiration. 

Similarly, the public has believed firmly 
that back of Redwine’s shortage there is 
a story which has never been told and 
which cannot be told without compromising 
others. 

The public has asked for the mystery be- 
hind the veil and has been half afraid to 
listen had there been any one able and 
willing to tell it. 

Is this belief of the people as correct as 
the other was? 

Lewis Redwine has told the story, in all 
its details, to more than one person. Oth- 
ers who were closely associated with him 
though ignorant of the truth until his flight, 
have cast strong lights on the case and in 
conversation have given cue after cue, 
until these picked up aud put together, 
make out a complete explanation of what 
became of the bank’s money. 

Now it is in the hands of, perhaps, a 
dozen men in Atlanta. It may be that the 
number suggested is too small. 

And yet last week when the United 
States grand jury investigated the defal- 
cation it was with great difficulty that 
evidence on certain points could be secured. 
By perseverance the jury learned sufficient 
facts to frame a bill of indictment against 
Lewis Redwine. Usually, it is said that 
if the walls of a jury room could speak 
one half the world would lose faith in the 
other half. But no such significant re- 
marks were made in reference to this in- 
vestigation. On the contrary it was given 
out that the inquisitorial power of the 
grand jury had failed to get hold of any- 
thing new in the embezzlement. 

Now, the question comes up, 

Did the grand jury get to the very bot- 
tom of the mystery and deem it prudent for 
the present to ward off suspicion? 

Really, there is no more doubt that the 
government officials have ferreted the whole 
matter from beginning to end than that 
they ascertained. the total amount of the 
embezzlement to be a hundred and some 
odd thousand dollars. It may be that 
the grand jurors did not get the complete 
story. They examined a score of wit- 
nesses and what goes on in a grand jury 
room is as sacred and holy as the ark of 
the covenant. Of cowse, not a breath of 
the evidence heard within that room can 
be ascertained except as retold by witnesses 
after they passed out of the door. 

But whether the grand jury reached the 
bottom or not, the facts are known to the 
duly constituted authorities. 

Every Dollar Accuunted For. 

The Constitution is informed on the best 
authority that the flight of every dollar 
which was taken from the bank can be 
traced; that is it is known into whose 
hands the cash passed when it left the 
bank. Beyond that it is yot pretended 
that the direction the funds took can be 
traced. But Léwis Redwine has stated 


He let others have more than he applied 
to his owu personal use. That was believ- 
ed before he was captured. But for a 
time it seemed that this mystery could not 
be solved without unsealing Redwine's 
a He wanted to make a clean breast 
of it, but was persuaded not to do so. 

However, fate had been busy with nim- 
ble fingers for eighteen mouths or longer 
spinning threads, which suddenly caught 
up within the last few gays, reveal the 
entire mystery. Scarcely an important 
circumstance connected with the transac- 
tions in and out of the bank by which it 
was looted, has escaped the %eagle eyes 
of the searchers. 

And it will all come out at the proper 
time. The batteries are charged. The ex- 
plosion will be deadly. Sometimes it is 
good generalship to withhold your fire until 
you are on the enemy and then take him by 
surprise. This ig the servative reply whic 
is made and behind which the secrets are 
masked. 

All the funds did not go at one time nor 
within a short period. All the money which 
was looted was not turned loose here in At- 
lanta. 

There was a time when it was confidently 
expected that every cent would be restored 
to the bank. At first it was not planned to 
take the cash for uersonal use, that is for 
living expenses or for dissipation. There 
Was a great scheme to be carried out. That 
of itself opens up an interesting chapter. 
There are details of thrilling interest. They 
carry the investigator a long chase and 
through changing scenes, but the portiere 
is droppped by the sentry and the inquirer 
is pa to be patient; that the curtain will 
be drawn some day and that due notice 
will be given. 

How much of this came out in the inves- 
tigation cannot be told. It could not be 
told if it were known. Nor is it permis- 
sible to state that the grand jury found 
that one witness told one story and another 
contradicted it flatly. Lewis Redwine was 
before the jury once, if not oftener. He 
was not there to testify for or against him- 
self, but as a witness in another case. It 
has been stated that he voluntarily exon- 
erated Owens and Black of the charge that 
they had aided him in escaping. _. 

Did he make other statements? There 
is reason to believe that he did and that 
one statement was of especial importance. 
What it was is another story. 

The grand jurors will not say and the 
United States attorneys will not tell. If 
it is known it must have come from some 
other source. 

A Valid Indictment. 

That indictment against Lewis Redwine, 
by the way, is pronounced valid and strong. 
A report was published last week to the 
effect that Judge Newman had stated he 
would quash the bill because the defen- 
dant in the case had been dragged to the 
toi ‘room and examine without the privi- 

ege of counsel, of even the knowledge 
of his attorneys. 

Colonel S. A. Darnell, United States dis- 
trict attorney, said yesterday: “I violate 
no confidence in stating that Lewis Red- 
wine was not carried before the jury to 
testify in his own case. The grand jury 
wanted to ask him about another matter 
and asked my advice. I explained that if 
he was essential for another matter, distinct 
from his own investigation, it would be 
proper to call him as a witness, but he could 
not be brought into the jury room without 
his consent and asked any questions t 
to eriminate himself. No statement against 
himself that he might make unless he did 

it on his account, could be used to his 
disadvantage, and we could not afford to 
t to coerce him. I was in the jury 
ut a few minutes myself, but am in- 
formed that the young

IT WAS A REGULAR PITCHED BATTLE, 


With Winchesters and Pistols — Three 
Make Their Escape—W ho the Es- 
caped, Prisoners Are. 


Waycross, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
News has reached here of the escape of five 
white convicts from the penitentiary camps 
‘at Waltertown, Ga. 

The prisoners made their escape at noon 
Saturday. They wore citizens’ clothes and 
were armed with pistols and hatchets. 

The runawnys walked quietly through 
the place and no notice was taken of them 
till they came near a certain residence, 
where Mey werd recognized by a lady. The 
guards were promptiy notified of the es- 
cape and they armed themselves and a few 
other men with Winchester rifles and start- 
ed in hot pursuit of the runaways. 

The posse came upon the convicts in a 
pine thicket near Waresboro. The con- 
viets opened fire upon the guards with their 
pistols. The guards concealed themselves 
behind some saplings and returned the fire 
with their Winchesters, and a hat battle 
ensued. 

The convicts; fought desperately. The 
fight lasted several minutes, when two of 
the convicts threw down their arms and 
guve themselves up as prisoners to the 
guards. The other convicts made their 
escape. The two prisoners were carried 
back to the camps. It is generally be- 
lieved that the runaways received assis- 
tance to make their escape from persons 
outside, : 

The cénvicts who are still At large are 
desperate men and well armed. Their 
names are: Charles Bowden, for life: 
Twiggs Haines, for nine years; William 
McNorton, for four years. 

Charles Bowden is a handsome, well ed- 
ucated young man, and is worth $20,000. 
He was sentenced for life two years ago 
for murdering a white man in middle 
Georgia. He pays the widow of the mur- 
dered man $500 a year. He is said to 
have carried $120 with him from the 
camps. His behavior in the camps was 


good.

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The Young Minister Will Kot Be Prose- 
outed for Bigamy, 
HIS OHIO WIFE TOO POOR TO COME, 


And the Prosecution Goes by the Board. 
The Young Minister Takes the 
Matter Coolly. 


Although he has two robust wives upon 
whose title to the name of Mrs. Petty 
there is not the suspicion of a shadow, 
Rev. Jason Petty was yesterday afternoon 
released from confinement at police head- 
quarters and allowed to go his way re- 
joicing. 

Petty will not be prosecuted for bigamy. 
He was released from custody yesterday 
afternoon for the reason that the wife 
whom he deserted in Ohio has not the 
funds to pay her expenses to this city 
when her presene here to testify against 
him would be required. There was no 
other alternative. Clef Connolly gave 
orders that he be released and the young 
minister was discharged. 

The disclosure of the existencé of an- 
other Mrs. Petty in Ohio had no worse 
effect upon the fortunes of the young di- 
vine than to debar him from the minis. 
His ministerial license has been revoked, 
and if he still wishes to continue in the 
sacred calling he will have to get new cre- 
dentials. 

The story of the arrest of the young man 
has been told in The Constitution. He was 
arrested at his home on Mangum street 
last Wednesday night by Officer Thomp- 
son. The officer had learned by acci- 
dent that Petty had another wife in Ohio 
and he determined to bring him to justice. 
He went to Petty’s home on Mangum street 
and upon his arrival there he found Pre- 
siding Elder Heidt, of the north Georgia 
conference, there ahead of him. Dr. Heidt 
told the officer that he had heard of Petty’s 
Ohio wife and had called to demand that 
he surrender the license to enter the min- 
istry which had been granted him by the 
church. Petty, readily enough, gave up 
the license and without any show of nerv- 
ous excitement parted with his new-made 
bride of six weeks and accompanied the 
officer to police headquarters, Where he 
was locked up and where he has since 
been. 

The day following Petty’s arrest the Ohio 
wife was telegraphed by Chief Connolly 
and told of the arrest of her husband. 
She replied by telegram, saying that she 
had mailed her marriage certificate, which 
could be used in evidence against Petty. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Petty No. 1, 
from Menden, O. In the letter the de- 
serted wife stated that she was then living 
with her father, and had been making her 
home with him since her husband deserted 
her two years ago. She stated that she 
had the care of her two young children 
and was quite poor. Her means, she 
wrote, would not admit of her coming to 
this city to appear against her runaway 
lord. She announced, however, her will- 
ingness to do anything else toward the 
prosecution of Petty. 

Chief Connolly decided that the prosecu- 
tion could do very little without the presence 
of the injured wife and upon the receipt of 
the letter he determined upon the release 
of the minister. 

Petty took his release quietly, as he has 
taken his imprisonment, and went off with- 
out saying a word. It is supposed that 
he will continue to live with his Atlanta 
wife, as, upon the night of his arrest, she 
announced her firm faith in his honesty.
